LoKHox, Jan. 20. —Mr. James JIaclean, 
ConEervative, repreaonting the district 
of Oarilill', to-day withdrevir liis amend- 
ment to Mr. Chamberlain's motion of 
yeB^erday on the re-appointinent of a 
parliamentary committee to enquire 
int<) the adminiBtration of iSouth Africa 
and incidentally to the Transvaal raid. 

IMr. Chamberlain iiiude a stateiucnt in 
which he declared that tho aitnalion in 
South Africa had undoubtedly become 
moql; critical during the last few months. 
There had been, ho e.'cplained, a recrii- 
dea^encb of unrest; llie recent legisla- 
tioi^ of the T/ans Vital was partly con- 
trai')[ to the convention in London, and 
President Kruger had not kept liia pro- 
mise to give full and favorable consider- 
ation to the grievances of the jiopula- 
tion. Continuing, Mr. Chamberlain 
said, that be did not blame President 
KrU^er personally, he only wished the 
Preaident's hands to be strengthened in 
his policy. The Chartered Company, 
he added, had no reason to fear an in- 
quiry and ho believed the company 
would he able to show a good case. 

Mr. Ohamberlain then remarked : 
" An inquiry into the origin of the raiti 
would be a shame uiilcHa it carefully iu' 
(jnireil into the Uitliiiulers' grievances 
and this opens up i)itfall8 of di/liculties 
Xevorthelojs tho government will press 
the re-appointiucnt of a committee witli 
an increase of its number to seventeen 
in order to enable the Irish members to 
be represented." 

Mr. Chamberlain's motion to reaj)- 
point a parliamentary committee to in- 
quire into the administration of South 
Afru:a, was then adopted without divis- 
ion 0r amendment. 

The Rome correapoudent of the Tele- 
graph claims to be in possession of in- 
disputable facts which indicate a speedy 
cessation of hostilities in Cuba as a re- 
sult of the application by Spain of the 
principles of home rule to that colony. 

The Graphic says that it is rumored 
that Cecil Rhodes, who arrived in Eng- 
land a week ago, brought with him to 
I,ondon, documentary proof of the in- 
triguen alleged to liave taken place be- 
tween President Kruger, of tho Trans- 
vaal, and the German L'overnment. It 
is claimed that the magnificent country 
house at Capetown belonging to Colonel 
Rhodes, riiineti by fire on December 15, 
was burned for the purpose of destroy- 
ing these documents. 

Despatches received at Lisbon from Goa, 
the capital city of the PortuKuese terri- 
tory of that name in India, aay there are 
three cases of bubonic plague in the hos- 
pital there. 

A despatch to the telegraph from St. 
Petersburg gives an official denial of the 
report that a number of cases of bubonic 
plague recently made their appearance 
ill Kusainn Pamir. According to a report 
whicn liaa been oHicially denied, a num- 
ber of Ryesian soldiers in one of the 
military outpoata on the tableland of 
Central Asia bad been suffering from the 
diseases. 

Count Miiravieir, the Russian minister 
of foreign uflaire, who ia on a special 
miaaiou to Paris, had a long conference 
to-day with M. Hanotaux, minister of 
foreign afTaira. Tho latter gave a lunch 
in honor of the Riisaian visitor at wfiich 
the cabiner ministers and niemliers of 
the iliploinatic corps were present. M. 
Hanotaux made a ejxiech during which 
he eulo^i/.ed Count Mnraviell' and the 
hitter thanked hi.s liost. In doing so, 
Count Muravieli' ilwc-lf. upon the jieaco- 
fiil aims of the I'Vaiico-liuaeiaii iiitiinacy. 
Count iMuravif'O' at the conclusion of his 
lunch and conference with M. Hanotaux 
left for IJerlin. 

A diapatcli, to the Times from Odessa, 
commenting on the military and naval 
Iireparaliona on the part of Russia, says 
that the Black Sea fleet, consisting of 
seven ironclads, tiH well as cruisers, gun- 
boats, torpedo boats and torpedo de- 
BtroyerSi is continuously kept under 
steam and ready for active aervice. As 
for the Sebastopool fleet, the correspond- 
ent of tho Times at Odeaaa, asserts that 
it was never in more splendid trim for 
fighting. 

Tho French chamber of deputies by a 
vote of 2.0^' to 211 rejected the amond- 
nieutof M. .Tauree, eocialist, to the first 
clause of the bill graiitini: export boun- 
ties on sugar, which was adopted yester- 
day. The amendinentof M. Jaures waa 
that bounties should only be paid on 
sugar in 1897, inatead of 1896 and there- 
after. 

A special dispatch from Monte Carlo 
published to-day aays that an interview 
IS publiahed with Rigo'a wife, in which 
she is quoted as Baj;ing she has received a 
letter from the Princess urging her to 
agree to a divorce in order that the 
Princesaes Chimay may not be born out 
of wedlock. 

A severe storm and wliirlwind re- 
cently caneeil serious dainiigo at L'.ipi\y. 
and other Bolivia towns. In Peru 
traffic on the Central railway between 
Oroya and I^ima has been completely 
Btopi)ed by landalides. , 

The Nationalists of Londonderry have 
held a meeting to consider the letter of 
Mr. Veaey Knox, M.P., who wrote his 
electors offering to resign rather than 
acceptT;he new constitution of the Irish 
parliamentarv party, which, he said, 
replaces theo'ld Irish party by a factionist 
secret society. Mr. Knox's constituents 
adopted a vote of confidence in him. This 
action taken was the result of a 
motion adopted on Monday last at an 
adjournetl meeting of the'lrieh parlia- 
mentary party, which provides for the 
expulsion from that jiarty of anyone 
publicly opposing the decisions reached 
bv tlie "majority at a party meeting or in 
the parliamentary action of the chair- 



man on behalf of the party or in sup- 
porting a fund to maintain a portion of 
tho party in rivalry to the Irish Nation- 
al Federation.

The "Diana" 'Engaged by tbe 'Dominion 
Government to MaKe nn la- 
vestlgation. 

St. JoiiN-'s Nfld., Jan. 29.— (Special)— 
The steamer Neptune, the most power- 
ful of the sealing fleet in Newfoundland, 

starts to-morrow for a lireek's cruise 
among the icefloeB of the Grand Banks 
region. This expedition was organized 
in the hope of finding tbe missing 
steamer State of Georgia, which is be- 
lieved to be frozen fast in the ice. Tho 
The Neptune hiia been chartered by the 
owners of the State of Georgia. Local 
masters are doubtful if anything can be 
learned of the misaing ship. Tlie Diana, 
anotlier sealer, has been engaged by the 
Dominion government to conduct the 
survey of the Iludeon'a Btiy region next 
summer in connection with the proposed 
railway there. Captain John iiartlett, 
who commanded the last two Peary ex- 
peditions, will probably have charge of 
the.

Another Twenty-five Thousand' Dividend 
Declared Prom Le Roi' Uine. 

RossLAND, Jan. 29.— (Special) — Joaeph 
D. Nicholson, unmarried, 45 years old, 
waa horribly mangled this afternoon in 
an explosion at tho Red Eagle mine. He 
had fired three holes and one of them 
hung fire. Thinking it had missed lie 
returned to lire it again when it e.xplod 
ed. The left side of his head waa blown 
almost clean oil', and though still alive 
cannot survive till morning. He waa a 
native of Antioch, Contra Costa county, 
Cal., and had been prospecting for sev- 
eral years in tbe Cascade range, Waah- 
iugton. He is said to own valuable pros- 
pects there in conjunctiou with Seattle 
capitaliats. 

Le Roi has declared another dividend 
of lf25,00O, the second of that amount 
this month. This makes the total divi- 
dends of this company if 300,000, all paid 
In leaa th^n eighteen months. 



CURAN AUTONOMY. 

Negotiations Proceeding Between Spain and 
the U. S. — The Autonomy Pro- 
grnmme. 

Loxno.v, Jan. 29.— A despatch to the 
Daily Mail says that negotiations are ac- 
tively proceeding between Spain and the 
United States, Secretary Olney acting as 
intermediary for Oiiba. The. new au- 
tonomy programme givds^Ouba two -leg- 
islatives chambers and reserves to the 
power to govern all tariff and revenue 
billa, Cuba paying an equitable share of 
the expense of the Spanish army and 
navy, The Governor-General is to have 
full power to appoint all tho suliordi- 
nates. It is claimed that Cuba will ac- 
cept tbe provisions if assured of the pro- 
tection of the United States goveinmeut 
and of the sincerity of Spain.

Annual Meeting- af the rroviutial 
Association Opens at tlie 
City Hall. 



Co-operation Among: the Farmers 
One of tlie{ Chief Topics to 
Be Discussed.

The snow Btorm of Wednesday night 
and the consequentfailareof the steamer 
to connect at Vancouver eomewhat de- 
moralized tlie arrancements that had 
been made for the annual meeting of the 
it'itiah Columbia Fruit Growers Asso- 
ciation yesterday. On this account the 
forenoon programme was altered so as 
to keep the more important business 
and the president's address until the 
greater nuniLer of the Mainland dele- 
gates could get down by way of Nanaimo. 

Mr. Thomas G. Earl, of Lytton, the 
prjesident, vas on hand and toolc the 
chair at tbe city hail at 11 
o'clock, Mr. J. R. Anderson, deputy 
minister of agriculture, supporting 
him on the left, and Mr. G. H. 
Hadwen, acting temporarily as secre- 
tary. Tlie big silver loving cup won by 
British Columbia at the Spokane fruit 
fair last sumuier occupied a place of 
honor on the president'^ desk, and Mr. 
Earl in pointing it out to the members 
said, " This shows what British Colum- 
bia can do in comi)etition with 
the noted fruit states of Washing- 
ton, Oregon and Idaho. If our 
exhibit liad been there earlier it no 
doubt would have carried oil many other 
prizes. I think you ought all to be 
Ijroud of that prize, for the honor be- 
longs to the whole of British Columbia." 
Mr. E. Hutcherson, of Ladner'a, who 
was in charge of the B. O. fruit exhibit 
was referred to gracefully by the presi- 
dent as deserving of sreat credit for his 
energy and ability in looking after and 
pl.i. uig the exhibit. 

Tlio members agreed with the presi- 
dent, and to show their appreciation of 
Mr. Hutcherson gave him a standiu 
vote of thanks. 

Mr. Hutcherson modestly blushed up, 
and for a moment wtis somewhat at a loss 
for words to express iiis pleasure and 
thanks. He wished the members to un 
derstand, however, that the whole credit 
really Ijelougeii to AJr. Earl, for it was 
his fiuit that was at yie show. It was 
fruit of whioii any man might be proud, 
:ind at the fair the (Jatiadians who saw 
it— and there were many there — came 
up to him and shook hands, saying they 
were proud to see Canada turn out such 
Irnit. 

Next came the consideration of the 

iiinendments to constitution and by 
biiva of the association recommended by 
liie special committee which met at 
"^Veatminster a couple of months ago, 
These were taken up seriatim and 
adopted with little change. Tlie princi- 
pal amendments were to change the 
name from " The B.C. Fruit Growers" 
Association " to " The B.C. Fruit Grow- 
ers' Association and Horticultural So- 
ciety." The objects of the association 
■were extended to making ellbrts to secur- 
ing the proper marketing of fruit and 
for obtaining better transportation facil- 
ities. In the by-laws the quarterly 
meetings were changed to January, 
April,' July and October; an amendment 
. being made to provide that all money 
paid into- the asBOciatioa. should be de- 
posited in a chartered bank ; the annual 
exhibitions of the assoiiiation were made 
optional instead of obligatory, and the 
financial year was chani;ed from Novem- 
ber 30 to J^ucem her ;S1. The member' 
fillip fee was cut down Irom i'^'l to ^^1, and 
ill this connectiori tlie president said ho 
liopod that the nieinbership would be 
l.irgely increased so that the associ- 
ation would truly represent the whole 
})rovince, for it would have then 
greater weight iu approaching transpor 
tation companies for improved facilities. 
Already the association had been able to 
acuompliab something in this way as the 
market that httd been' opened up with 
the Kootenay country showed 

Attention was called during the fore- 
noon session to some very fine samples 
of new- varieties of apples from the 
Dominion experimental farm at Agassiz. 
l\ir. Sliiirp had been unable to come him- 
feli, but sent these down to give the 
fruit growers the opportunity to see 
tliem. The varieties were York, Imper- 
ial, Stark, Salome and Sutton's Beauty. 
Mr. ICarl, the president, also showed 
Koinu splendid samples of Vanderveer 
apples from his orchard and some excel- 
lent gpecimeua of Ben Davis from Mr. 
Evans, of Ashcroft. 



THE PRESIDENT'S ADDBESS. 

Practical Remarks From Mr. T. G. Earl, Who 
Has Himself Made a Success 
of Fruit. 

( !i;nti,i;mkn': — This is the eighth year 
of our orjranization, and 1 regret to say 
it has not been a prosperous one for the 
fruit-grower. OwinK to the cold, late 
spring, the crop of fruit on the lower 
'Eraser and islands was a partial failure, 
whilst in the interior we have had pood 
crops — never better, I am certain'. Now, 
to oll'set all this, we had a very sudden 
cold snap, cominencingNovomber (), and 
and lasting the balance of the month. 
"VVhen the cold wave struck us the sap 
was all up, as there had been no frosts 
Buflicient to send the sap down and pre- 
pare the tree for winter. The thermo- 
meter in a few days dropped at Lytton to 
10 and at Kamloops to 22 degs. below zero. 
Kow, under these conditions thousands 
of trees in the interior have been win- 
ter killed, mostly of the winter varie- 
ties; while en the lovver Frnser and 
ciiast I believe the loss is trifling. In 
1.S75, just twenty-one yeaJs ago, wo lost 
larj,'e numbers of trees by a cold snap 
Biinilar to the one that occurred this 
year. With these undeniable fads he- 
ioro us 1 Ibiiik it is our duty to lei, it be 
known and not tiv to conceal it, as thcu 
>i11 can guard aj^ainst liucli lailureH in 
iuture. Certainlj' no one will deny tiio 
fact that wi3 can jrrow as nice fruit n» 
can be grown aiiywherc. 

With past experience is it not better 
.to grow varieties that wo know will 
stand the sudden changes, instead of 
golOB in for so many fancy varieties? I 



find that for summer the Yellow Trans- 
parent, Red Astracan, Duchess and Mrs. 
Favorite usually come out well, for early 
autumn Alexander and Wealthy come 
throuah safely. For early winter the 
Kew York Vandreveer cannot he beaten. 
It is a very nice red a'pple, and in gen- 
eral appearance resembles the Wealthy. 
The Blue Pearmain is a large 
dark red apple, but not. as good 
as the Vanderveer; these two vari- 
eties ought to keep real well until 
after New Year's, and 1 have kept them 
until May. The Red Streak or Twenty- 
Ounce Pippin and Waxei willalso stand 
and keep until New Years or later. I 
also find for late winter three varieties 
do, well, namely, Ben- Davis, Talman 
Sweeting and Bibatone Pippin; all the 
above mentioned apples I am certain 
will stand under most any condition. 

Of pears, only Early Summer and Bart- 
letts have endured the severe cold, while 
cherries, plums, prunes and peaches are 
a total loss; but as they come into bear- 
ing in a few years we can allbrd tore- 
place them. 

Now, gentlemen, I am in hopes that 
the fruit trees in the interior above Kam- 
loops are safe, as tbe frost sets in so 
early. This is not only an individual 
loss, but a loss to the whole province. 
It is especially deplorable just now, as 
the mining resources of this province 
are becoming so well known as the rich- 
est and of (greater extent than any here- 
tofore discovered. I venture to say there 
is not a dav but what new ledpes and 
mines arc' discovered. When we take 
into account the many millions o.' Kn<;- 
lish capital which is sure to How 
into this province, let us pause and 
consider the glorious future of British 
Columbia. Many thousands of miners 
and others will come to the province antl 
we may certainly calculate by 1900 to 
have a population of at least 300,000. 
This is where the fruit grower and 
farmer comes in. What a market they 
will have. It is hard to estimate the 
vast amount of muney these industries 
will retain in the province, which, I am 
sorry to say, in the past, has gone out 
of it. Here let me say the horticultural 
as well as the other branches of agricul- 
ture have not been appreciated as they 
should have been. 

Let us see which is best for the prov- 
ince—agriculture or the lumber and fish- 
ing industries. They are on the coast 
and most of their supplies are obtained 
from the American side; ships come to 
our porta and take ail this wealth out of 
the province. And what do we retain of 
all this vast wealth? You will all say a 
very small proportion in comparison to 
wliat is taken away. 

On the other hand, our mines are all 
over-the province, mostly in the inter- 
ior, and as has been said before, liere is 
where the horticultural and other inter- 
ests come in ; they are the backbone of 
the country. The miners are like the 
lumbermeii and lishernicn, for tlioy will 
take away all they can; while the 
agriculturist is a bona lido settler, and 
what he produced is retained in the pro- 
vince. What be raises, grain, roots or 
fruit, he will sell to the miners, as we 
may reasonably expect a ready market 
for rll we can raise. Now, certainly wo 
have the very finest lan-^ in the world, 
and if we have a ready rket fo. all we 
can grow there will soon be ten larmers 
where there is one now. If we can only 
supply the demand the producers as 
well as the consumers will soon be pros- 
perous and soon everj' available piece of 
land will be occupied by a happy and 
prosperous people ; then the hor- 
ticultural and agricultural interests 
generally will bo more fully developed 
and appreciated than they have been. 
Most fanners prow some fruit, even if 
only a sinall (piantity, and I consider 
this association is working for the inter- 
ests of all to the best of its ability and 
means to work with. The government 
has lieen very penerousand deserves the 
thanks of all. This association has here- 
tofore issued annual reports, but it was 
considered advisable, to omit it this year, 
as we were running behind, and we only 
got out our report in February last, I 
think with care we will have enough to 
do until our lU'xt report is issued. In 
fact I see no good of going to the expense 
of getting out a report every year, as it 1= 
iiioBtlv a repitition of the previous one 
and costs from $300 to $400, and I think 
the mcney can be used to better advan- 
tage. My friend, Mr. Henry, president 
and manager of the Fruit Exchange, will 
tell you that owing to the failure of crops 
and nnforseen losses the exchange has 
not been a financial success this year. 
Let him tell yoii about the exchange in 
his report. It has been suggested that 
the Fruitgrowers' Aseifciation help the 
excliance by donating most of our Bur- 
1)1 us funds, which in my opinion could 
not be devoted to a better purpose, as 
the exchange is a new institution. "The 
expenses are heavy in starting, and 
reaching out for new markets, which 
are certain to help the whole pro- 
vince. It is to he hoped that thegovern- 
ment will see its way clear to helping it 
by gianting for a few years the sum of 
.$500 per annum. Aa we have not yet 
felt the biMielicial influence of the miii- 



annual meeting of 1898; at present I am 
sorry to say there are not over 25 mem- 
bers', and' then we have over 100 
directors or over 7G more than 
actual members. I dare say this 
was never intended to be the case. It 
is recommended that this year we only 
appoint to tho directorship those who we 
have good reason to think will pay in 
the $1 and become members and that 
they be notilied that unless they do so 
by the next quarterly meeting their 
names will be stricken out. With only 
one dollar to pay, some of my friends in 
the interior wrote me they contemplated 
joining. I think all will' agree with me 
that it is high time some new element 
was introduced into the association if 
we are going to succeed. We want live, 
active members, who will take an 
active interest, and the more mem- 
bers we have the more good will 
be accomplished. I must not for- 
get to mention that while holding our 
meetings in the interior we were ably 
assisted by Mr. Donald Graham, M.P. 
P. We found this gentleman has a fine 
farm and orchard, and I am happy to 
say most of our local legislature are 
farmers as well as fruit growers, and I 
sincertdy hope they will join our associa- 
tion, tor they are the representative men 
that we want iu tho association as well 
as in our legislative balls. 

'rhis association lias assisted at most 
of our local fairs at a considerable ex- 
pense to the association, all those acting 
as judges giving iheir time and only re- 
ceiving tiieir actual expenses paid out, 
but with BO many fairs it amounts to 
(luite a round sum. All these fairs are 
(luite a heavy tax on the resources of the 
association, especially as new fairs are 
coming into existence every year. Now 
the question actually arises, are tliero 
not too many small fairs, and would it 
not advertise the resources of the pro- 
vince to a better advantage to reduce 
the number and put all the produce and 
energy in the mam fairs of Victoria and 
Nanaimo for Vancouver Island ; on the 
lower mainland. New Westminster and 
Chilliwack. Of course they can and 
have the right to tiold as many fairs as 
they like, but which is the best tor the 
province? I think this question is open 
fordiscufsion. 

Now take the Interior. Ashcroft is 
tj;ie first, liOO miles from New Westmin- 
ster; then Kamloops, 50 miles further 
on; Vernon, 100 miles from Kamloops, 
and Kblowna, 70 to 90 miles further, or 
four fairs in over 400 miles. No one can 
say there are too many on the best land 
in the province for fruit culture, and yet 
when wo are expected to eend judges so 
far, it is too expeusive, especially when 
there is not a member except myself in 
the Interior. I feel assured, however, 
wo will have many new members this 
year if we only use energy, which, I 
must say, has not been done iu 
the past if the list of members 
is any criter'on to fo by. At our meet- 
ing lit Agassiz it was agre d that wi- 
should accept the invitation given us 
through J. R. Anderson, deputy minis- 
tor of agriculture, bv the managers of 
tlae Spokane fair to join them with the 
states of Oregon, Washington and Idaho. 
A committee .was appointed to collect 
exhibits from all parts of the province, 
and all was going on well as we could 
wish when unfortunately the operators' 
strike on the CP. R. cut ofT all cominu 
• nication and the consequences wore that 
of all the tine fruit grown in tl 
terior only one fair- sized exhibit reached 
Spokane. Ttiis was disastrous for us 
but something that could not be 
foreseen. With this great disadvan 
tage wo came out with honors 
which this splendid trophy will attsst, 
and all British Columbia can feel proud 
of and wonder what we would have had 
provided all our exhibits had reached 
Spokane in time. Mr. Hutcherson will 
give us his report of the fair. 

It has been suggested that Mr. Thos 
A. Sharpe, of ■ the experimental farm 
and R. M. Palmer, inspector, be ap 
pointed honorary members of this asso 
elation with full membership privileges 
for life. This I heartily endorse, and 
consider the honor will be with the as 
sociation. 

I also hope this society will see the 
propriety ol passing a resolution agains 
any reduction on agricultural products 
for the Americans, as the tarill' now 
stands, have tho best of us so far as the 
Kootenays are concerned, and they 
always have had in furnishing our coast 
cities and surrounding localities. I 
think we shou'd keep up the committee 
on transportation. I am happy to say 
the C. P. K. have seen the propriety of 
reducing the freight rates on produce 
for the mines and sincerely trust they 
sonn will reduce the passenger rate to 
3c. per mile, when by the increased 
travel they will make at least twice as 
much as they do now. When we g 
a competing road from the coast to the 
mines we will come out idl right. If 
tho government assist tho road it is to be 
hoped they will insert a clause reserving 
the right to legislate as to freight and 
])a8SBiiger rates, or if not build and opor 
ate'the road themselves. 

Xdw, gentlemen, in conclusion, 1 v.-ill 
niontinn tho 15oard of Horticulture, 



ihg industry, nor can we ex|)ect to tor I (.onsisting of five ineml)or8, and 



a few years yet, as it is most all develo| 
ment work unless it is in the Koutoiuiya, 
where most of the ani)])lie8 are obtain- 
able from the American side. We have 
rich mines at Lillooet, Cariboo and 
ICamloops, and in fact all over the inter- 
ior. There can be no doubt of the fu- 
ture. The Fruitgrowers' Association for 
the first time held the quarterly meeting 
in the interior and considerine it was the 
ti rs t time, we met with fair success . W e 
first had a meeting at Salmon Arm ; 
wo also had a meeting at Armstrong 
and Kelowna, our repular quarterly 
meeting being held at Vernon. It was 
considered luivisable to have Messrs. 
Henry and Hutcherson attend, as tliey 
are nroniiiiont members of the F.(ji.A., 
und'the association to pay their actual 
expenses. 1 consider no better move 
could have been made on our first meet- 
ing in the interior. Mr. K. M. Palmer 
attended in his official capacity. There 
was much good accomplished for the 
Fruit Exchange in coming in touch 
with tho local exchanges of the interior, 
but I presume Mr. Henry will speak of 
all this. At these meetings we did not 
canvass for members. At tbe annual 
meeting the secretaiy had been request- 
ed to write to all delinquent members to 
pay up or their names would be taken oti' 
the list of members. 

.Mr. HutchersDn had very wisely 
oliered a resolution that the conBtitiition 
be amended so nionibership fees would 
he rednced from $2 to $1 and a coniiiiit- 
tcc was appointed, bo I hope at our busi- 
iiHfs meeting tho resolution will be 
adopted. When the membershi|) fees 
are reduced I hope the lisi will soon 
comprise at least ]00 names or more. I 
think by vigorously canvassing there 
ought to bo at least that many at the 
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of .$1,000 to work with. Surely 
board cannot do much on this- 
luerely routine work. 

I regret to say it has boon maliciously 
reported that the bodrd was to absorb 
tho annual grant of the Fruitgrowers' 
Association, if not the association itself. 
Let me here say there is not one particle 
of truth in all this; nor is there tiie least 
cause to believe it. In my opinion it 
was started to create jealousy and trou 
hie between the association and mem 
hers of the Board of Horticulture. As 
president of the association and mem 
her of the Board of Horticulture 1 cor 
taiiily am iu a position to know the 
facts in this case, and I know what 
I here state is true; the board is no 
way wishes to interfere with the asso 
elation, ljut as they are working on tho 
same lines, for the benefit of the pro- 
vince they bhould work in harmony. 
The hoard is bound to try to protect the 
interests of .this froit grower. Ar tho 
present time our orchards are com 
paratively free from insect pests, such aa 
the codlin moth, San .lose scale, and in 
the interior tho woolly aphis also. Now, 
the simple questiyn arises, are tho Ijorti- 
cnltural iuteae8t8.of this province worth 
protecting? If they are we must enforce 
tho rules at once, and in order to do so 
the sum of at least $2,000 should be 
[ilaccd in the estimates and the rules 
strictly enforcpd for tho better protec- 
tion of the fruit grower. If this is not 
done at once we may soon expect to have 
our clean orchards i'nfested' with all tho 
insect peslo that are found in California' 
and the East.

On Fourth of July creek, three 
milea west of Grand Forks, a number of 
practical miners have been running an 
open cut in the gulch to reach a bedrock 
level and are reported to have found 
gravel thai pans well, six feet above 
bedrock. It ia coarse and appears in 
the form of a slab and sheet gold. There 
are also several bars upon the North 
Fork reported to be good enough for a 
fair day's pay by ground sluicing. 

NANAIMO. 
Nan-.^i.mo, Jan. 21). — Thomas Hunter 
and William Sheppard, of thiscity, have 
returneJ from Sansome Narrows, about 
half way between Victoria and this city, 
where they relocated a claim which Jiad 
been abandoned by Mr. Samuel Fiddick 
then of this city, over 32 years ago 
Tlxey found a shaft 8x7 feet which had 
been sunk to a depth of 82 feet. Messrs. 
Turner and Sheppard found that the 
timbering of tho shaft had become rot- 
ten, and tho shaft partly 11 lied with rub- 
bish and water. They at once com- 
menced the work of clearing out the 
shaft, and retiuibering it. On clearing 
out the alialt they found at the bottom 
the rock wliich had been blown out by 
the last shot bv tho original prospector. 
Experts who have examined it pro- 
nounce it one of the lin'est prospects of 
quartz rock yet discovered on this island, 
being rich in gold, silver and copper. 
The ledge rises from the water, and can 
be traced on the surface for a greater dis- 
tance tlmn 1,500 feet. ' The claim is re- 
corded aa the " London," and is most 
favorably located, being coutiguoua to 
deep water. ,

The suggestion hua been made that 
mining companies, whether foreign or 
domeBtio, shoald be.raquired to pay an- 
nually a aub^tantial licence, in order to 
acquire a legal etatuB in the province. 
This Is a perfectly legitimate source of 
revenue. There are hundreds of such 
companies doing business or preparing 
to Co business in this province. If a 
licence fee of, say; $100 annually were 
exacted, it would not be regarded as 
worthy of a second thought by a com- 
pany of any standing, and any company 
that could not afford to pay it would not 
bj entitled to consideration. Perhaps 
with such a charge on the company it 
miglit be well to relieve the employees 
of u mine of the necessity for taking out 
miner's licences, unless they desired to 
prospect or own claims in their own 
name, and in such case to grade the com- 
pany's tax in proportion to the number 
of men employed. 

We offer these matters as subjecls for 
discussion, premising, so as to avoid all 
misunderstanding, that the views ex- 
pressed are simply those of this paper, 
and as such are advancftd tentatively 
and as a contribution to the more thor- 
ough underatanding of an important 
qneetion. So treat are the demands of 
the peoi)le for public improvements that 
every proper means of increasinu the 
revenue, without entailing burdensome 
taxation, must be looked into.

MINERS' LICENCES. 

The question of miners' licences 
much discussed juat now, and some dif- 
ference of opinion appears to exist re- 
L'aiding them. Tlie forthcoming session 
of tliR legislature can hardly pass with- 
out action of some kind in regard to 
i.uem beine taken, or at least pro 
nosed, and it is desirable, therefore, that 
there should be aa free an expression of 
views as to what it is expedient to do in 
the way oi making changes, if any such, 
on consideration, shall befoundadvisable 
'A'e do not understand the provincial 
g')vernment to be at all committed to 
tie present system, which has been 
handed down from the days when placer 
mining was the only method pursued in 
B-^eking for gold within the province, and 
silver mining had not been heard of. It 
goes without saying that a system which 
was entirely equitable in the days of 
pla !er mining may not be applicable to 
the conditions which have arisen during 
the last few years. We have reason to 
believe that the members of the govern- 
ment appreciate this fact quite aa well as 
anyone else, and that they are as desir- 
ous aa any one can be to devise a plan 
which will secuie to the province as 
much revenue as the mining interest can 
reasonably be asked to contribute, and 
will distribute the payment in a manner 
that will do justice to all parties who .will 
be called upon to make it. • 

A number of suggestions have been 
made as to lunv liie hiw should be 
iiriuindei], and lliey nil liave more or less 
merit. It must be remembered in dia- 
cuasing this matter that there is really 
no abstract principle of right or wrong 
involved in it. How a revenue can be 
best raised is simply a question of ex- 
pediency in any case. More than one of 
our mainland conteinporarieg has jjoint- 
ed out wiiat seems cm the !;ice of it to Ije 
an injustice in requiring a man, simply 
bt!('ause he works in a golil or silver 
mine, perhaps only as a teamster or a 
carpenter, to take out a miner's licence. 
On the other hand it is alleged that such 
people are in many cases residents of 
the State of Washington, who come here 
without their families and send most 
ot their earnings out oi tlie coun- 
try. As every such person deprives 
11 Ciuuidiau of a chance to work, and as 
the Canadian would spend all his earn- 
ings in Canada and thus contribute his 
quota to the revenue of the Dominion, 
while his family would swell the per- 
ciipita allowance which the province re- 
ceives from the federal treasury, it is 
right that the foreigner should pay some- 
thing towards the maintenance of the 
government of the country where he 
earns his living. The miners' licence 
was not designed to cover such cases, 
and its imposition siiecilically to cover 
tliem could hardly be defended, and yet 
if the foreign workmen wlio comca to 
this country, works in a mine and sends 
his money al)road to his- family, is to be 
exempt from the miners' licence, it 
seems as if he ought to be 
required to contribute his quota 
to the provincial revenue in some other 
way. I'lvory dollar's taxation of which 
the non-domiciled workman is relieved 
iiiuHt lie added to the taxes of the resi- 
dent taxpayers. The Colonist is simply 
expressing its own views in saying that 
the necessity of granting relief to these 
peoplia has yet to he shown, and it is 
not very sure that they will not meet with 
approval of moat ot the very jieople re- 
ferred to. Many of the American resi- 
dents of this ])rovince ;;la(liy pay the 
small amount askeil of them, so well are 
they satislied wi'-h the manner in which 
j. the , country is opened by roads and 



A DISTURBED CONTINENT. 

The "sister republic" of Venezuela, 
as our Southern neighbors like to call it, 
is in a very bad way. Crespo, the presi- 
dent, is simjily a dictator and he rulea 
with a rod of iron. " It is only fear," 
Bays the Associated Press correspondent 
at Caraccas, ''that keeps the people 
from rising in a bloody revolution, and 
how much longer this will restrain them 
no one can say." Meanwhile busiiiess 
is almost at a standstill and property 
rights of all kinds are in jeopardy. Word 
comes from Uruguay that the Indians ot 
that state and on the border between 
Brazil and Argentine are preparing for 
an uprising. Not many months ago a 
report was sent out from the interior of 
Peru that there was imminent 
.danger of an Indian outbreak 
there. The truth of the matter is 
tliat all South America, with the ex- 
ception of Chili, Argentine and Guiana, 
is in a condition which may at any time 
eventuate in confusion. Tlie Indiana of 
South America have never been sub- 
dued as our Northern Indians have been. 
Whether it was because they were a 
more vigorous race or because the 
Spanish and Portuguese conquerors were 
more content than the Anglo-Saxon to 
live and let live after the lirst conilict 
was over, the fact remains that the In- 
dian element of the South American 
population may at any time assert itself 
after a manner that will recall the 
historic renaissances of conquered races. 

It is impossible to read without ad- 
miration the accounts of some of 
the aboriginal races of South 
America. In some respects they were 
superior to their comjuerors, and 
just as tlie children of Israel remained 
subject to the Pharaohs until a leader 
" skilled in all the learning of the Egyp- 
tians " came to the front and led them 
out to found a new nation, so it is by no 
means inconceivable that some leader of 
the aboriginal people of South America 
may turn acainst tlieir coniiuerors the 
appliances of civilization, and eatablish 
a new empire in the vast and little 
known interior of the Southern conti- 
nent. Peruvian traditions have it that 
even now in the remote valleys of the 
Eastern Andes the nucleus of such an 
empire now exiata, maintained by the 
(leHceiidauts of a fortunate few, who es- 
caped the sword when Pizarro and his 
fellow butchers laid waste the empire of 
the Incas. The theme is at least an at- 
tractive one, and there is a good deal of 
fragmentary literature touching upon it.

Tho city council have not yet reached 
a conchiflion with regard to the proposal 
of Hon. ,T. S. Helmcken that the five 
acres of land forming the Inter-Mac- 
Tavish estate be added to Beacon Hill 
park, nor is it likely that 8 decision will 
be arrived at for some weeks as 
the important matter " of finance 
involved requires careful consider- 
ation. The special advantnge 
which the properly possesscB in being 
at tho ])resent time one of the most com- 
plete and attractive horticnlturnl gar- 
dens in tho province is not to bo losl, 
sight of, and tho terms proposed seein to 
be generally regarded as exceedingly 
liberal— BO that something may come of 
the matter before spring is over. 

In the meanwhile the letter which 
Hon. Dr. Helmcken addressed to the 
Mayor and aldermen has brought the 
park verv prominently before the pub- 
lic, and the question is being asked on 
every hand, what does the present coun-, 
oil propose anyway, in connection with 
the city's plavground'? 

Is it U) be allowed to take care of it- 
self as it practically was last year, or have 
tho new park committee ideas of their 
own with regard to tho further develop- 
ment and accentuation of its undeniable 
charms? 

Aid. John Hall, chairman of the nark 
committee, is naturally looked to for an 
answer, and without unfolding all the 
details of the park policy for IS!)7, he 
rises to explain that the park will not bu 
neglected. When a member of n former 
council, it will bo remembered, he uavo 
tlie park his special attention, although 
not then chairman of the parfccomnut- 
tee, and now that he has its welfare 
officially in his keeping, he is not likely 
to nealect it, 

"I do not think the occasion is oppor- 
tune," hr said last evening, "for any 
elaborate improvement works. While 
tho pinch of hard times is felt it would 
not be advisable to advocate any special 
loan for another chapter in the ndopted 
scheme for laying out the park. That 
woiiUl be in the nature of a luxury, and 
we can do withoutit at preeent. On tho 
other hand, however, the park should 
not by any means be neglected, and all 
that can be done should be done to in- 
crease its attractiveness and add to its 
beautv. 

"The park is one of the best adver- 
tisements that the city has or can have. 
It claims the admiration of every vis- 
itor who spends a half day in the city, 
and if these passing guests carry away 
with them pleasant recollections of its 
picture.?(iue beauty, its well hiid out 
drives, and its well kept lakes an<l lawns 
—why surely that is good iuter(!ston the 
small" investment rotiuired to keep it in 
siood order? 

If we cannot at present complete tho 
public llower gardens that we all want 
to see sometime, wo can at lenst koe]) 
the drives in good condition, free from 
tones and holes. We can, too, at very 
mall expense, have neat little guard 
fences ))la('ed around the miniature 
to i)rcvi>iit the breaking in of the 
s; w can iidopt more' vigorous 
lueasurcH to keep the dogs out, 
so save tho young swans that 
are such a delight to the little folk ; we 
can see that the hoys who go in for ath- 
sDorts have plenty of niom and fair 
fields m which to develop skill and 
inuBide; we can keep in repair the rustic 
jeats and benches no that the wurking- 
manaswellas the millionainMuay en- 
joy the summer evening at his case and 
in' comfort, feeling that he bus some in- 
terest in the city and that that interest 
is not overlooked by the authorities. 

" These are all little things in thein- 
selves, but together they become im- 
portant. It's not a little thing that the 
peopio have the prettiest pleasure ground 
(iti llu! <;oaBt, or that visitora to the city 
form a good opinion of Victjria from its 
jiark. 

rVt the i)resent time one man is (Jx- 
pected to lio evervthing in connec- 
tion with the |)ark— and of course 
he Cannot do it. With a single 
helper he wouiil iio al)le to render elfec- 
tiveand ofliciiMit service, and the cost in 
proportion tr* the results ■voiihl-bo insig- 
nificant. 1 am in favor, therefore, of an 
assistant park.keeper being employed all 
through tho summer. He might very 
easily bo made a special constable and 
render good aervicd in preserving order 
and preventing fast driving, aa a corres- 
pondent in the Colonist suggested a few 
davs ago. .

' iright/ ■■ I alBO'.bave a letter from Donald 
il ;Graham,.M.P.P:, -ArmstronK. Ho also 
teltBine tbe tiecia came throu(?hall right. 
^'-I aleo 'wrote* to Mr. Kicardo, Vernon, 
' aiid Jamea Orosler, of Kelowna. I have 
had no reply, -BO I think their trees must 
have coma through eafely. All this goes 
to prove that In the great valleys oE the 
ShuBwap, Spallumcheen and^.Okanagan, 
where the froat comes early and prepares 
the trees for winter, that hero ia the 
place for the fruit fjrower, where good 
mines are being discovered every day. I 
' consider thiaia the safety belt. And here 
is where there are vast quantitiea of fine 
fruit lands, where the very beat kind of 
fruit can be grown. Now, gentlemen, I 
thank you for your very kind attention. 

The relation of the association and tlie 
fruit exchanges camo up in the diseus- 
sion that followed, Mr. Hutcherson 
pointing out tliat the eQbrta to unite the 
focal exchanges into one central ouo had 
worked very well. 

Mr. H. Kipp, oE OhiUiwacb, referring 
to the Board of Horticulture, asked that 
the fruit growers would co-operate, and 
this was supported by the president, 
who pointed out that the farmers must 
b3 anitsd in helping the exchange, eo as 
to get a market for the fruit and to avoid 
the cutting of prices. 

Mr. Munro Miller wanted to know if 
the exchange fixed tho price of fruit, for 
otherwise he did not think it would 
work to the best advantage. 

Mr. Renouf and Mr. A. C.Wells main 
tained that all the exchange could do 
was to prevent the market being glutt(3d 
in one place, by distributing the fruit 
where it could be disposed of to the best 
advantage. 

It was not tor the purpose of gctlinc 
an exorbitant price, said the president, 
that the exchange was formed, but to 
point c(pt an outlet when men liad fruit 
to sell. Other mombers took part in the 
discussion, it being observed by Mr. 11. 
M. Palmer and Mr. Hutcherson that the 
Exchange did really to some extent con- 
trol the markets of the Northwest as far 
as Brandon, for that far east, British 
Columbia supplied all tho fruit. At 
Winnipeg, ho\yever, they came ih com 
petition Avith other fruit, and that pro 
duced ft different condition of affairs. 

A matter pertinent to the diaeusaion 
was brought up in a letter which Mr. J. 
R. Anderson read from Mr. D. 0. Web- 
ber, of Yale,.couipliiiuing of discrimina 
tion by the C.P.li. in favor of the On 
tario shipper as against the British Col 
umhia fruit-grower. Mr. Webber wrote 
that that he had found that Ontario 
shippera had been allowed to distribute 
apples from carloads at all stations, 
from Iforth Rend to Donald, and that 
the rates of freight on apples from Yale 
and Agaasiz to Donald ia $30 a ton. Con- 
seqnently he had lost the market which 
he had had the year before for his ap- 
ples. . Mx. Anderson said he had replied 
that he had not known of fruit Being 
distributed as Mr. Webber had said. 
The president, too, remarked that the 
question was an importaal; one - and 
should be looked into. 

I'uther diaeussion on the fruit ex- 
change waa deferred till to-day, in the 
absence of Mr. Henry, df Agassiz, man 
ager of the fruit exchange. 

Aa a mark of appreciation o( Mr 
Sharp, of the Dommion Experimental 
. farm, Agassiz, and Mr. II, M. Palmer, 
provincial inspector of fruit pests, Mr. 
A. C. Wella moved, and Mr. E. Hutch- 
erson seconded, that they be elected 
honorary life members of the asaocia- 
tion. This was carried by a standing 
vote, and Mr. Palmer, in returning 
thanks, said it would always be his 
plesure to forward the interests of the 
a^ociation. 

Mr. E. Hutcherson moved that a com- 
mittee of three be appointed to draft a 
resolution to the Minister of Agriculture 
on the tariff question. He waa a protec- 
tionist liimseri, but he would like to get 
the views of the other menjbers. 

Mr. A. C. Wells ih seconding the reso- 
lution said that just as soon as the tnrill' 
wall waa thrown down Britisli Columbia 
could be flooded with produce from the 
United Statt'S side, It waa a case of iife 
and death to the farmers here. He 
pointed out that the farmers on the 
United States side were in a condition 
where they could not get good prices at 
home, and if British Columbia was 
opened to them they, the farmers here, 
would be rained. 

Mr. M. Miller remarked that the con- 
dition of the country now were such that 
no party in power would dare to trifle 
with the customs duties. 

Mr. D. Stephens, Mr. Munro Jililler 
and Mr. H. Kipp were named aa the 
committee, and the president declared 
that the resolution was of the greatest 
importance to the farmers. 

Mr. K. Hutcherson suggested tliat 
some information should he given to the 
farmers in the upper country as to the 
best trees to plant to replace those lost 
in the cold snap last November. 

Mr. Palmer agreed with this, and 
moved, seconded by Mr. Hutcherson, 
that a committee be appointed to col- 
lect information in regard to the var- 
ieties of fruit found to succeed in the 
various districts of the province, with a 
view to publishing the names for tho in- 
formatien of fruit growers, and that the 
committee be instructed to collect such 
information regar<ling the injury done to 
fruit trees by the cold snap in IN'ovein- 
ber, and as to such varieties as iiave 
passed tlirough without injury. 

The President next brought up tlie 
Bubjeut of spraying. He mentioned in- 
stances where the eOTorta of one man to 
keep his orchards free of pests had Ijeen 
futile, aa his neighbors had neglected to 
look after their trees. He would like 
the association to hack up the horticul- 
tural board in their efTorts to keep down 
'th6 insect pests and diseases of trees. 

Mr. Grant thoroughly agreed with the 
president, and^ Mr. J. S. Anderson re- 
, marked tniat' the law regarding spraying 
could be enforced, but the board Inid a 
great deal of trouble in making people 
sua the necessity of it. 

Mr, Ohlsen, for the Horticultural 
Eoard, said that unless they were hacked 
up hy the fruit growers they would find 
it ditiicut to enforce spraying. 

Tlio President had a little to say about 
the matter. There Jiad been a good deal 
of jealousy against th(^ Horticultural 
Poard and they had been styled " Five 
dollars a day men," He wanted them 
to understand that aa a member of the 
board he waa out of pocket and it waa 
". unreasoning jealousy tb say that any 
member of the board made money out of 
•it. ' Ittflllr'^roaolved'UtsBli .into the fact 
. that, the fruit growers, muBt.,back up the 
.liUAid, .'An exf resBioii from tbe asaucin- 
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tion would he of weight with the legisla- 
ture and perhaps then a bigger appro- 
priation could then be secured for the 
purposes of the board. 

Mr. A. 0. Wells a poke'strongly against 
tho carelessness of pet)pl8;;whO;l" endan- 
gered other people's oicbards because 
thev would not spray.. He. would like to 
see people who had' orchard^ forqed to 
spr.iy. 

Mr. Todd bore testimony to the good 
efTecta of spraying on his own orchard. 
Of his whole crop laat year he had only 
five boxes out of Ave hundred that 
showed any fungus op the apples and 
that only slightly. The coat of spraying 
waa only 11 ccnia a tree, and surely that 
was a satisfactory result. 

i-'rom his personal knowledge, Mr. D. 
Slephens said spraying paid. Two years 
ago 90 per cent, of his Bonne de Jersey 
pears were diseased ; last year, with one 
application of Bordeux mixture and two 
o( aulphur, he had fylly 75 per cent, of 
his peara clean and marketable. 

It waa very pleasant, Mr. Palmer 
said, to hear the general expression in 
favor of spraying. When graying was 
introduced here a few years ago tliere 
was a great deal 9f ignorance on the sub- 
ject. Now people were becoming edu- 
cated and the time had como when the 
law could be enforced. He pointed out, 
too, that there was a great amount .of 
territory to cover, but when spraying 
was euforcetl ib would have to ho 
done in a general way and not 
in isolated cases. They must 
not, however, underrate the difliculties 
attached, for some pests, such as tent 
calorpillars, woolly and green aphis, (ed 
other troea bcHidea fruit trees, so that 
it was uo small matter to got rid of 
them. 

Tho most ellectual way of having 
Hprayin? carried out generally was, in 
Mr, V. S. Sere's opinion, for the govern- 
ment to step in and do the spraying 
wliere people neglected it and then 
charge them up with it. 

Ttiia discussion resulted in tho carry- 
ing of a reaolutionmoved by Mr. A. 0, 
Wella, seconded by Mr. J. Todd, that in 
the oi)inion of the'meoting the act rela- 
ting to fungus diseaeea and insect pests 
be now entorced. 

The meeting also expreflsed an opin- 
ion as to the advuntage of the. fnrmera 
devoting their attention to a lew central 
faira instead of hoi ling a numerous 
succession of little ones. The presidens 
had broached the subject in hia addreaa 
and Mr. H. Kipp said that was ]ust the 
way he waa going too, It was very 
commendable perhaps in every place 
having " get up " enough to want a lair 
of their own, but there were too many 
little ones for the present state of the 
province. . Mr. Wells was not in favoi of 
a whole'aate slaughter, but he believed 
that a certain standard ahould be reached 
Ijefore they got a government grant. 

Mr. E. Hutcherson defended the small 
shows ; they were not too numerous, but 
there were too many poor small shows. 
If all the small shows were crowded out 
it would hurt the large onea too. His 
remedy would be that the government 
ahoaldonly grant dollar for dollar wha{ 
was raised for the show: Then the good 
shows would remain and where^ aa at 
present, some places raised only about 
f40 or ifoO now and depended altogether 
on the government grant, they would 
simply bo killed oil' and could not com- 
plain. 

The question was laid over for further 
discussion torday. 



HINTS TO FETJITGEOWERS. 

Advice as to the Best Slelbods of PlantinR 
an Orchard, 

At the opening of the evening session 
Mr. Alexander Campbell, of ]\Iount 
Tolmie, gave a very practical paper on 
hints to intending [ruitgrowcre, and at ita 
conclusion Mr, Ciiiuuuell was thanked 
for bis paner, wliich was declared brief 
and to the point. The hints were six in 
number: 

" 1. Nature of the Soil— One of the 

chief considerations in selecting land, 
ia that of suitability ; secure that wJiich 
is best adapted for growing all the dif- 
ferent kinds of fruit that this climate 
will grow. .Such land may best he 
described aa a deep loam witli a propor- 
tion of sand resting upon a clay bottom 
A slight elevation ia desirable, because 
land where dips occur, these low lying 
spota are subject to spring and Bumme 
frosts. Select land with a good natural 
drainage. This will save you monej' 
Where no natural shelter exists against 
prevailing winds, a shelter belt or belts 
ought to be planted 

" 2. Location — ^The iiearer you are to 
a good market will be an advantage 
patent to you all, and needa not iiiy 
adding that it will ensure llie delivery 
of fruit in good condition, tho saving of 
time and tear and wear on horse and 
wagon. 

"Z. Preparation of Land Before I'lant- 
ing — When draining ia necessary, a plan 
sliould be drawn out of tlie (Irains, so 
Llmt if in after years one sliould be re- 
quired to be lifted for renewal, or other 
cause, no damage or aa little as poesible 
would result to permanent trees. After 
draining, the land should be plowed and 
Bubsoiled to the depth of at least IS 
inches, 

" 4. Variety of Frait Suitable for Local 

Market— Here we are brought face to 
face with the undoubted fact that no 
man, however varied hia experience in 
other parts of the Dominion or else- 
wheri), coming into this province can 
rely npon Jiia ])ast experience to guide 
hiiti witli certainty in selecting the 
most suitable vnrietieties of fruit trees, 
and conBe(iuently the most profitalile, 
Nosv, however, thanks to the govern- 
ment, an experimental farm has been 
eatablished lor tho express purpose of 
gaining definite information on this very 
point. This Eociety also is doing good 
work in this matter, collecting as it does 
information from every source, and by 
those members Avho, in their journey's 
through the province, are year by year 
finding out the moat profitable varieties 
to plant, eo that from these two sources 
tho most roliablo information to secure 
success can be obtained. I may add that 
these gentlemen, wlio.se duty it ia to im- 
part this knowledge, will at all tiniea lje 
pleaaed, even consider it their iirivilege, 
to do all in their power to aid intending 
growera in tlitir selection of trees. An- 
other important matter in this connec- 
tion is the proportion of the diU'erent 
varietiea of fruit that ahould be planted 
for a local market. In my experience, 
the proportion of apple as against pear 
treea would be 3 to 1. ■ 

"The proportion of plum to (jlierry 
treea would be 1% to 1. Let mo try to 
brinK nut .ry point more clearly. Take 
an orchard loi family use', a family ia a 
email community, and a community iaa 



following trees'^woilld appear: Apples, 
pears, 4 plums^ 6; cherries, 4. 
With regard to the planting of small 
fruits, a safe basis to go upon would be : 
Strawberries, 1 running yard or 3 plant, 
yield 1 lb. ; raspberries, I stool of 5 
uanee, yield 2\i Ibs^; gooseberries, 1 
bush, yield 10 "lbs. ; ''currants, I bush, 
yield lbs. With good and careful 
treatment, these quantities can be 
largely increased ; but it is better in try- 
ing to'give advice' to give it on the safe 
side. Trees from 'one to two years old 
are the beat to plant. 

" Now that we are past the experimen- 
tal stage of varieties are most suitable 
to be grown in the province, it rests 
with tho nurserymen to supply fruit 
growera with the varieties they ask for 
true to name, otherwise rquoh loss of 
time, labor and money will be the result 
to the grower, and even perhaps the en- 
tire frustration of all hia plana, and 
eventually in a measure, bring discredit 
on the province as a fruit growing coun- 
try. 

"I can see no reason why nurserymen 
should not be aa careful as tho seedmen, 
who in my experience rarely make a 
mistake, although dealing in an almost 
endless variety of seedB. If thia society 
could by any means impress on them the 
great and important necessity of only 
sendingout that which is true to name, a 
lasting benefit would be done to the pur- 
chaser and the province. 

"5. Treatment for the First Few 
Years — To do justice to a young orchard 
one must bo careful to keep tho land 
well pulverized eo as to prevent over 
evaporatioji, and it is good to mulch un- 
til such time as tho roots have got a good 
and firm hold. 

"Judicious pruning is a very necessary 
part of an orchardist's work, as is also 
that of spraying, to keep in check and if 
possible eradicate fungus growths and 
insect pests, so injurious to the healthy 
development of tree and fruit. From 
your annual reports any one can now- 
have full particulars as to the right 
sprays and the proper time to apply 
them, and by carefully and intelligently 
following the instructions given will at- 
tain the desired results.'. 

"6. Fruit growers' associations and 
memberahip— in bringing these hints to 
a close, let mo address a few words to 
thoEO who have not as yet joined this, or 
any local fruit growers' association. The 
advantages to be gained by doing so are 
obvious. Tho discussions which take 
place at the meetings will enable you to 
obtain information from parties of more 
or less experience, which will bo moat 
serviceable in your work, or if you have 
not yet atarted in this our honorable 
calling, it will assist you to decide where 
and how to go about it. To tlie practical 
man, having the experience, and not a 
member of one or otlier of our societies, 
I say to him join at once. It is your 
boundenduty to lend a helping hand to 
make fruit growing one of the successful 
and prolit&blo industries of this prov- 
ince." 

After this paper camo tlie reading of 
tho minutea of the last annual meeting 
and the statement of tho retiring secre- 
tary Mr. A. H. B. Macgowan. Mr. Mac- 
gowan reported a balance in the bank of 
?307.C6. Mr. E. Jacobs and Mr. Hutch- 
erson were appointed to audit tho books 
for last year, and while they were at 
their work the meeting went on toother 
business. 

CO-OPERATIVE ORGANIZATION. 

In What Manner Can Farmers Improve 
Tlielr Condition and General 
Prosperity. 

" One of the questions we must aak 
ourselves as farmers is the one, in what 
manner can we improve our condition 
and our general prosperity? , This leads 
to the consideration of our opportunities, 
and whether we make the best of them ; 
onr methods of workjne, whether they 
could bo improved; and the sale of our 
products, whether this is effected in the 
best manner possible. Let us consider 
how tho beat results can bo obtained, or 
at all events, approached. 

" It is obvious that in a community 
one man may be succeesfnl with cattle, 
while another may be a better gardener 
than the former. Is it not natural that 
tfiese two men should exchaniie views to 
their mutual advantage'? Herein lies 
the value of meetings similar to thia, 
viz., in the exchange of ideas, tho ninuiiil 
improvement eonee(iuent thereto, and 
subsequently the co-operative action 
which such a meeting ahould stimulate. 

" Tlie agricultural societies of B. C. 
are not on a by any means satisfactory 
footing, nine-tentlis of this exist merely 
as exhibition societies. Now an 
exhibition is very good in stimulating a 
s[)irit of rivalry to produce better fruit 
and better stock, and also in educating 
the public eye and taste, but there the 
matter ends, and to my mind tho hold- 
ing of an BKhibition is by no means the 
M'liole duty of an agricultural society. 
Tiiese are matters which I think our ag- 
ricultural societies should take up. Tho 
holding of meetings for the purpose of 
discussing matters pertaining to meth- 
ods of cultivation, varieties of grass, 
fruit and stock, ditching, clearing, build 
ing, etc. 

"Without entering into party politics 
they could take up public questions 
affecting the interests of its members, 
also questions of freight rates, the im- 
provement of public highways. 

" If a creamer}' or a fruit cannery is to 
bo started in the district, the agricul- 
tural society is the j)roper body to in- 
vestigate the advisability of starting tho 
same and to assist tho organization of 
tho same. Tho organization of farmers 
in Ontario and tliu other iirovinees ia 
much belter than our own, and a little 
examination into their methods will not 
be out of place. As some of you mav 
know, llie grange system existed 
Ontario some years ago, which 
was rather more of a political 
organization of farmers. This haa to a 
argo extent been superceded by tho 
Farmers' Institute system, which I will 
now proceed to describe. Fifty signa- 
tures with a membership fee of 2,") cents 
will entitle the signera to an institute. 
The aasistance given by the Ontario 
governinont consists of a grant of .$25, 
provided that the municipality grants 
the inatitnto a like amount. " The nro- 
vincial government send two delegates 
for two days to their meeting, paying all 
exneiisea connected with the delegation. 

"In addition to this tho services of a 
superintendent are engaged whose entire 
duty is to organize tho institute meet-, 
ings, distributing tho delegates, etc. All 
the members receive afi the reports 
published by the department. These 
institutes, of course, have to comply 
with the regulations of the department. 

" The province of Manitoba has insti- 
tuted a system on the same lines, with 
the following. variations : The number

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large luinily. In such ' an oraharU the .p.f m.enibers required is only. 85, with a 
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subscription of 60c. I would like to bear 
from the members present whether they 
would recommend the inauguration of a 

similar system here, when we consider 
that in Ontario in ISS.'j the first 12 meet- 
ings were held, in 1805 303 meetinga 
were held ; in 18()G there were GOG, witii 
a total attendance of 102,-i()l. Steps 
must be taken in regard to the agricul- 
tural asaociation appropriationa at tho 
present time, whereas tho grant remains 
the same, the individual granta are be- 
ing continually reduced by reason of 
new societies being formed, and unfor- 
tunately some of these aub-divisiona are 
caused by local petty jealousies, convert- 
ing what should be one good exhibition 
into two indifferent ones." 

Thia paper brouglit out the same dis- 
cussion as had taken place during the 
afternoon on the multiplicity of exhi- 
bitions. Mr. Thomas Cunningham, of 
^lission, spoke out for centralization, 
saying that two or perhaps one grand 
ahow waa bettsr than a lot of little onea, 
and citing the Toronto fair as an example 
of what was doing more good to tho 
farmer than all the otiier shows 
togetlier. Perhaps one show east of the 
Cascades, one on the Mainland and one 
on the Island would meet all require- 
ments. G. W. Henry, of Hatzic, dilTered 
from this, and thought the little shows 
helped the farmers and waked the people 
up in the rural districts. Finally the 
discussion was closed by,a resolution 
moved by Mr. 0. Hutcherson,seconded by 
jMr. A. C. Wella and carried, that it is 
the opinion of the fruit growers associa- 
tion that the appropriations of the British 
Columbia government in aid of agricul- 
tural societies be made more strictly in 
accordance with tho membership and 
general revenue of the societies, and that 
moreover that societiea be required to 
perform certain educational conditiona 
to bo decided by the legislature. 

In presenting hia report of the Spo- 
kane Fair Mr. E. Hutcherson remarked 
that while a committee was appoint- 
ed at the summer meeting of the asso- 
ciation to take charge of an exhibit to be 
aent to .Spokane no arrangements were 
made for the calling together of the com- 
mittee, nor waa any appropriation made 
for carrying out the work. "The reaaon 
for this unbusiness like afFair,'' said Mr. 
Hutcherson, " can be better explained 
by those who took part in the meeting 
than hy myself. I may here say that I 
believe you fully understand that the 
tiuie is paat when you can find men who 
will give their time and expend their 
money in going around gathering 
and paying for exhibits out of their own 
pockets. Thcconsequeuce was that the 
trait exhibit made at Spokane, with the 
esception of ji few samples from Dun- 
can, xTanaimb, and Spence's Bridge, waa 
from the orchard of Thomas G. Earl, 
Lyttoh. To that gentleman belongs the 
credit for the excellent diaplay of apples 
made at Spokane. Had it not been for 
the enthusiasm of a few of your mem- 
bers your resolution would have been a 
dead letter. That the zealousness waa 
warranted haa been fully proven to me 
by my experiences aa your representa- 
tive at .Spokane." Mr. Hutcherson went 
on to apeak of the highly complimentary 
remarks made by the people and press 
of Spokaneon the £. G.exhibit,and asked 

"Would it not be well for you to 
awaken and acknowledge the responai- 
bility of your existence aa an association 
and look past the present to tlie great 
possibilities of this j)rovince aa a fruit 
growing country ? Why should not the 
people of Washington speak and VrTite 
of your wonderful pears, pluma and 
jirunes'.'' Why do not Ontario, tiuebec 
and the Maritime I'rovinces shout the 
[iraise of our wonderful apples, pears, 
pluma, cherries and prunes? Siniply 
beeanae you as an association are not do- 
ing your duty. Yo\i could well take a 
lesson from the mining interests of this 
province and their erand exhibit at 
Skokane. The following varieties of 
apples from Mr. Earl's orchard\were 
conceded to be superior to any of their 
kind at the fair: Gravenatein, Maidens, 
Blusli, Alexander, Twenty Ounce, 
Spitzenberga, Kngliah Golden Kusseta, 
Blenheim Orange, Talmau's .Sweet, 
Yellow Newton Pippin, Northern .Spy, 
Smith'a Cider, Blue P(;armain, lied 
Betingheimer, Mcintosh Red, K. 
I. Greening, Baldwin, Ben Davis 
and the Wealthy apples were 
conceded the moat perfect plate in the 
exhibition." Otlier varieties were cited 
by Mr. Hctcheraon aa being especially 
fine. The report spoke in high terms of 
the kindnesa of the fair mimagoment, 
and touched on the line diaplay made by 
British Columbia in minerals at the 
show. 

Mr. J. E. Anderson bore out Mr. 
Mr. Hutcherson'a r^marka aa to the 
courtesy and kindness of tho Spokane 
fair managment, and a vote of thanka 
to them waa moVod by Mr. Kipp, and 
carried. 

In connection with this, Mr. .7. R. 
Anderson received a vote of thanka, 
moved by Mr. R. M. Palmer and sec- 
onded by Mr. Hadwen, Mi. Palmer re- 
marking that had it not been for Mr. 
Anderson's ellbrta there would havei 
been no exhibits from British Columbia, 

Next camo another vote of thanka, 
tliia time to the worthy president, Mr. 
Earl, for hia handsome exhibit of fruit, 
which captured the prize ' at - Sp9kane 
and won the trophy for the, association. 

After this, adjournment was taken till 
this morning at o'clock,' '

THE STATE OF TRADE. 



E. G, Dun & Co. Report Shows But 
Small Improveiueut Duringf the 
Past Mouth. 



•Corn Keplaeinsr Wlieat in Europe— 

Woolen Mills Starting-— Large 
* Decrease iu Failures. 



New York, Jan. 29.— B. G. Dan & 
Co., in their weekly review of trade, will 

Bay : January has beon a month of die- 
appointment. Out of real gain nearly 
everybody had promised himself a land 
of milk and honey afterKew Year's, and 
the alow progress looks like standing 
still to men in such a state of mind. 
Sloreover, there are multitiideB through- 
out the country who J^ave been taking 
large ventures in 'advance of or apart 
' from their regular business, because 
they expected a rise in prices. But 
prices as yet fail to bring them profit. 
Wheat haa declined heavily; cotton baa 
scarcely risen enough to pay brok- 
erage; wool holds steady in spite 
• of enormous buying; woollen goods 
have not changed in price; iron 
and its products decline; leather is 
.sluggish ; hidea are lower, for some man- 
■ nfacturers accept a shade lower prices; 
the average of railroad stocks is slightly 
lower than it vras on Deo. 31, and the 
advance in trust stocks haa been small. 
To traders in such properties the ihonth 
has been disapnointing, yet, daring the 
past week, the', records show that ten 
iron works have been started, and only 
two tiave stopped. Thirteen woollen 
works have started, and nine more are 
about ready to start, while three have 
stopped. Similar things »re seen in 
other industries, and the additional 
establishments are not starting without 
BO'ne increase in the orders received. 

It would do more barm than good to 
■exaggerate the improvement. Much 
'harm was done in that way in 1805 and 
again last November. But a study of 
the conditions governing business indi- 
cates that the wheels are on the right 
track and are moving in the right 
direction. The decline in wheat was 
over six pents in spite of an official re- 
port of a yield far below the estimates 
generally accepted. This reflects a per- 
ception of the error of the report, and 
also of tho influence of the enormous ex- 
ports of corn instead of wheat in the 
last Bfven montl)s. When two bushels 
of corn can be had for less than 
one bushel of wheat it is largely pre- 
ferred in the European markets, and in 
.lanuary 7,.S51,728 bushels of corn went 
abrDud' from Atlantic i ports against 
5,307,349 last year, while the xVtlantic 
exports of wheat and Hour have been 
6,535,164 bushels against .S,403,7G5 last 
year. The largest article oi export at 
this season goes out freely, but cotton 
looks less attractive to traders, be- 
cause American millers are laboring 
over plans to reduce their great surplus 
•of goods, and prices of many have de- 
clineii. 

The sales of wool ni January have 
never been surpassed in that month nor 
iu any other month except last Novem- 
ber, and July of 1895 and 18'.I2. In the 
earlier years the Huddeii demand for 
consumption was the cause. But the 
increase in orders for woollen goods was 
amall in November and haa been small 
in January compared with purchases to 
anticipate possible duties. The price 
remained about steady. The yielding 
in some grades of boots and shoes 
has not continued, leather is un- 
chanced and hides are scarcely 
a ehado lower, but the sbipmenta 
from the East for a month have been 16 
per cunt, larger than last year, and only 
2 per cent, leas than in the largest presi- 
dential year. Iron and steel manufac- 
ture show but little gain, the product 
having increased bo heavilv before, ami 
tlie gradual enlargement of the demand 
for liniehed articles has not overtaken 
tho increase. Tin and copper are a 
ahadi- stronger, but competition causes 
tlie sales of tin platea to run ten to fif- 
teen cents below the agreed price. 

The failures for the week have been 
351 in the United States against 404 last 
year, and 67 iu Canada against 70 last 
year. -r^- , •

FASHIONS IN ATHLETIPS. 



Decline of Croqnot — Tennis a Club Game 
Now — Popular Cyclinff. 

In no department, perhaps, does fash- 
ion make itia laws:morB severe' tbon' in 
that of sports. : Where a game has bh(» 
begun to lose favor it follows the down- 
ward path swiftly, and no power is 
grout enough to bring it back. Ai'chery 
is one of tho best examples of a dead 
sport. In its day, which lasted from 
1876 into the early eighties, it}iad u 
furoro almost" as great as that of cycling 
at present. 

It is not strictly trno to say that cro- 
quet is entirely out of date, though as 
far as its old form is concerned this 
is about tho cnse. Prom the mild lawn 
game once so familiar a scientific cro- 
quet has been developed, whioh is much 
like billiards in the skill which it re- 
quires to play it well. Dirt courts lev- 
eled until perfectly true, wickets so 
small as jnst to admit tho passage of 
tho ball and short handled, long headed 
uuillets are tho chnraoteristics of the 
game. 

VVhotluT lav.'u toinii.s has soon its best 
day.s is a rather vexed question. There 
is no' dnubt that golf has charmed away 
a ivw of it.s friends, but it is also true 
that iu most cases these were tho veter- 




coi!i:i-:cT suns Fon ctclixg. 
ans, who were perhaps glad to welcome 
the new sport as an excuse for dropping 
tho one which they were beginning to 
And too active. Tenuis is now almost 
entirely a club game, tho many private 
courts which used to be seen on country 
places everywhere liaviug been largelj- 
abandoned. 

There is justice in tho general claim 
that cycling has hurt all other sports to 
some extent, but there is another side of 
the question not so generally recognized. 
Bays tho writer of tho foregoing in the 
Now Vork Tribune, who explains as 
follows : Cycling haa brought thousands 
of people who never before took any ex- 
ercise whatever or interested themselves 
at all in athletic pastimes into relation 
with other sports through tho very fact 
of being engaged iu one. It provides 
such an easy and pleasant means of 
getting to tho golf course or tennis 
court or ballfield that iu scores of in- 
stances which might bo cited it has led 
its followers to take up those sports as 
well. One of it.s greatest advantages is 
that it need not ULcessarily interfere 
with tho pursuit of other exercises, but 
may be and often is combined with 
them with the happiest results. 

In this connection are furnished some 
imported niodt'ls of cycling suits that 
lire not only decidedly natty iu appear- 
ance, but exceedingly convenient, cOm- 
fortahlo and well adapted to tho wheel.
